has often been applied to other places, 
oosably General Grant's famous head- 
quarters in Virginia during the war. as 
well as mercantile establishments in 
Jim and other cities. 


For many years before the war there 


was a picnic ground on the Potomac, 
jvst bolow Fort Washington, at which 
the pavilion was known as the "White 
House-." Many persons think the des- 
ignation a little too colloquial for offi- 
cial purposes and formal documents. 
On the other hand, "Executive Man- 
sion" is an uncomfortable mouthful 
and. besides, is employed in many 
of the states for the residence of tbe 
governor. Tbe house in which Jeffer- 
son Davis lived in Richmond during 
the existence of the Confederate gov- 
ernment was, naturally enough, known 
as "the White House of the Confed- 
eracy" and is still pointed out to vis- 
itors in that way. Of course, the 
southern people simply transplanted 
tbe name that went with the presi- 
dent's residence and would doubtless 
have done so bad tbe Davis bouse been 
painted preea or pnrple.

POWERS TO TAKE

Empress Oowager of China About to 


>"ame a Boxer Leader New Heir to 
the Throne— Synopsis of the Man- 
eburlau Conveutiou— Other Foreign 
Intelligence. 
Paris. Oct. 22. — The fact that France 


has not yet employed coercive meas- 
ures to enforce a settlement of the 
Lorando claim by Turkey is du* to 
the unsettled condition of the interior 
of that country. It is feared that such 
action might bring about the disrup- 
tion of Turkey. 
The misgovernment 


of Macedonia, the excesses committed 
in Armenia and the dissension in the 
island of Crete have reached such a 
point as to constitute a menace to 
peace. The powers, acting on the in- 
itiative of Russia and France, are now 
discussing the basis of an understand- 
ing for joint representation to the 
porte and for eventually, obliging the 
sultan not only to carry out the 
clauses of the treaty of Berlin relating 
to Macedonia and Armenia, but to 
give guarantees for further reforms 
and the settlement of numerous pend- 
ing questions. 


New Heir to Chines* Throne. 


Peking. Oct. 22. — A new beir to the 


throne will be appointed when the 
dowager empress meets Prince Ching 
and several of the viceroys at Kai- 
Feng, capital of the province of Ho- 
Nan. where there will be a general 
discussion of the affairs of the empire. 
This news is believed to be authentic. 
as it was rceived from high Chinese 
Officials. The present heir has proved 
to be dissipated and uncontrollable. 
Moreover, his father's status as a ban- 
ished prince makes his succession con- 
trary to Chinese traditions. The can- 
didate of the empress is said to be 
Peitze. a aephew of Prince Tnan. who 
is intellectually weak. He participat- 
ed in the Boxer aggressions, person- 
ally leading an attack on the French 
cathedral.

Lowv-15, Mass., Oct. 22.—The loot of 


the Merchants' National bank by 
Smith, its teller, and Swift, its book- 
keeper, on i hursday last, is far great- 
er than was suspected by those direct- 
ly connected with the bank. The se- 
eur t'es and moneys returned to the 
directors by Hon. John C. Burke, 
counsel for Swiit, represented a total. 
It is understood, of about $800.000. Mr. 
Jiurke said that no agreement was en- 
tered upon to shield his client, for. be 
add d. "that would be illegal." When 
to!d that ifwas understood that Unit- 
ed States oScers were searching for 
the men. Mr. Burke said it would be 
useless. It is known that Mrs. Smith 
and Mrs. Swift have been in commu- 
nication with their husbands since the 
securities were returned. Beyond the 
bank directors' statement that the 
bank's loss is $115.000. there has been 
no additional bulletin, although one 
was expected. The bank examiner is 
now at work on the books. 


The loss of the bank, it is under- 


stood, is made up of two items; first, 
the stealings of the two men during 
the past two years, as shown cow by 
the books; secondly, that part of the 
cash included in the loot retained by 
Smith and Swift as the price of their 
bargain to return 
the securities. 


These "valuable securities." as de- 
scribed by one director, were returned 
Ia carpet bags, and represented bonds, 
notes and other negotiable papers and 
big bunches *f money, all supposed to 
have been taken from the bank vault 
just prior to the time the men disap- 
peared on Thursday night.

•ays that the search for the bullet was 
most thorough and nainstafcinc. but in 
spite of all efforts it could not be found. 
The autopsy had to b« discontinued 
because the tirae allotted to it by the 
family of the late president bad already 
been exceeded. Dr. Gaylord adds: 


"As we were satisfied that nothing 


could be gained by locating the bullet, 
which had set up no reaction, search 
for it -was discontinued.'" 


Examination of the "heart muscle

Dr. Gaylord believes That tbe repair 


to the stomach wounds bat] been ef- 
fective and that the ganjrreae around 
these wounds does not sscem to bav«» 
been the result of any well 
cause. He attributes the gangrenous 
eondltion_pf the tissues solely to low- 
ered vitality in the parts. The appear- 
ance of the gangrenous tissues, he snys, 
shows that the gangrene took place 
shortly before death. 


There was no leakage of pancreatic 


fluid into the surrounding tissues. The 
extensive gangrene of the pancreas 
seems to have been an important factor 
In the case, however, Dr. Gaylord says. 
though it has never been shown how- 
much of this organ must be destroyed 
to cause death. The diseased condition 
of the heart muscles shows why the 
pulse was so frequent and why it did 
not respond to stimulation at the criti- 
cal time. 


The report of Dr. Matzinger, the 


bacteriologist, says that a culture tak- 
en from the wound during life showed 
several varieties of germs, but such a 
showing Is rather expected in such 
cases- There were present two of the 
ordinary germs of suppuration and one 
gas forming germ of unknown identity. 
As the result of an examination of va- 
rious tissues and fluids removed post- 
mortem in very small samples. Dr. 
Matzinger concludes tbat "the absence 
of known pathogenic bacteria, particu- 
larly in the gangrenous cavity, war- 
rants the conclusion that bacterial in- 
fection was not a factor In tbe produc- 
tion of the condition found at the au- 
topsy." 


A chemical analysis by Dr. Hill of
